BERLIN, April 5, by Wireless to 
Sayville—Chancellor von Bethmann- 
Hollweg protested vigorously in a 
speech in the Reichstag today against 
the report that Germany, now or in 
the future, contemplated aggression 
against the United States. 

Regarding America, Dr. 
mann-Hollweg said: 

“The latest offspring of the calumniat- 


ing campaig:. directed against us is a 
report that we, after the end of the war, 
shall rush against the American conti- 
nent and that we shall attempt to con- 
quer Canada. 

“This is the silliest of all imputations 
invented aalust us. Equally silly are 
the reports that we contemplate the ac- 
cuisition of any territory on Americar 
soil as in Brazil or in any American 
country whatsoever. We fight for our 
existence ané@ for our future. For Ger- 
many and not for space in a foreign 
country are Germany's sons bleeding and 
dying on the battlefield. 

“Every %ne among us knows this ani 
it makes our hearts and nerves sv 
strong. This moral force strengthens our 
will in order not cnly to weather the 
storm, but also to achieve final vic- 
tory.” 

Reviews Military Situation. 

The Chancellor made his most com- 
prehensive speech of the war. He re- 
viewed the military and political sitv- 
ation, the use of various means of war- 
fare and German-American relations. 

The Chancellor indicated that any sug- 
gestions of peace on the basis of de- 
struction of Prussian military power 
would make possible only one answer, 
The German sword. 

The Chancellor stated that if Ger- 
many’s adversaries desired to continue 
the slaughter »f men and devastation of 
Europe, the guilt would be theirs, anid 
that Germany would have to “stand it 
as men.” 

The Chancellor, whose address was 
delivered to a crowded house, also spoke 
of the questions presented in relation to 
the principle of nationality, considering 
the Polish, Lithuanian, Livonian, Bel- 
gian and Flemish problems. He insisted 
upon the necessity of guaranteeing the 
peace of Europe after the war and also 
of securing this result by giving to these 
races opportunities of free evoluticn 
slong the lines of their natural individ- 
ualities and mother tongues. 

“Spirit of Union” Talk Applauded. 

At the conclusion of his address the 
Chancellor elicited great applause by

“The spirit of union shall lead us, as 
it shall lead our children and grand- 
children, through the struggles of their 
fathers, toward a future of strength 
and liberty.” 

The Chancellor began his address with 
a weview of the military situation. He 
stated that since his last speech in the 
Reichstag the Dardanelles enterprise 
had ended as a failure, that the Ser- 
vian campaign, with the assistance of 
Austria-Hungary end Bulgaria. had 
been brought to a victorious conclusion 
and that Montenegro and Albania like- 
wise were now in the hands of Ger- 
many’s allies; that the British attempts 
to relieve Kut-eil-Amara in Mesopo- 
tarnia, has been in vain; that the Rus- 
sians, although they had succeeded in 
occupying Erzerum with superior forces, 
had found their advance checked by 
strong Turkish forces; that Russian 
attacks against the front in East Ga- 
lea and Italian attacks against the 
Tsonzo positions had been beaten back. 
Moreover, he said, the Russians had 
driven columns against the Germaa 
lines, but their assaults had broken 
down before Field Marshal von Hinden- 
burg and his men. 


Denies Force ts Expended. 

The Chancellor declared that the re- 
ports that the German military force 
had been expended were erroneous, as 
the Verdun battle har proved that 
where operations are prepared with 
great foresight and where the bravery 
of German troops is called into Play 
one advantage after another is ob- 
tained.

NEXT MAYOR OF MILW?"KEE 


Daniel A. Hoan Defeats Nonpartisan 
Incumbent by About 1500 It 
Is Estimated. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., April 5.—City At- 
torney Daniel A. Hoan, Social Democrat, 
will be the next Mayor of Milwaukee, 
having defeated Mayor G. A. Bading, 
nonpartisan, in yesterday’s election by 
a majority estimated from incomplete 
returns at bewteen 1000 and 1500 votes. 

Unofficial returns from 128 out of 143 
precincts give Hoan 30,187 and Bading 
29,030. 

John I. Drew, Treasurer, and Louis 
M. Kotecki, Controller, both nonparti- 
sans, Cefeated their Social Democratic 
opponents by approximately 6000 votes. 
The complexion of the new Common 
Council will be nonpartisan. 

According to the returns all the Social 
Democratic candidates for Alderman at 
Large, with the possible exception of 
former Mayor Emil Seidel, were de- 
feated. 

Hoan was once a chef and worked 
his way through the University of 
Wisconsin and a Chicago law school 
largely by cooking. He is 35 years old, 
a native of Waukesha, Wis., and has 
been City Attorney six years.

John H> Dierker Probably Fatally 
Wounded, Deputy Injured in 
First Encounter.

ed John H.  ODierker, Sheriff of 
St. Charles County, when Dierker. and 
others sought to arrest him at Richard 
Tleisch’s farm, eight miles north of St. 
Charles, was shot and killed about 12:30 
o’clock this afternoon by members of 
posses which had been hunting for him 
for 13 hours. 

Sheriff Dierker was in St. Joseph’s 
Hospital, St. Charles, and attending 
physicians said he could not recover. 

Within 10 minutes it was estimated 
2 hundred*men or more had gathered 
around the Boschert barn. The negro 
appeared in the dceorway without the 
tifle. ‘‘Shoot him,”’ several men cried. 
There were a number of shots and the 
negro ran back inte the barn. 

A moment later the barn was set on 
fir: by the negro, who during the night 
had escaped from the Fleisch barn by 
firing it. The negro again appeared in 
the doorway with his hands. elevated. 

His appearance was the signal for 
hundreds of bullets. He fell back into 
the blazing barn, and the passes were 
content with watching to see that he 
burned up with the barn. 

Boschert placed a value of $5000 on the 
barn and contents. Fleisch estimated 
the value of his burned barn at $3000. 

The hunted negro was found in a hay- 
loft of a barn on the farm of Edward 
Boschert, a half mile from the Fleisch 
farm. This was at 12:15 p. m., when 
Boschert’s 17-year-old son, Oliver, went 
to the loft to get hay. The negro con- 
fronted him with the repeating rifle with 
which he had shot’ the Sheriff and 
Deputy Sheriff Joseph Orlendorf. 

“I’m hiding here,’ the negro told the 
boy, ‘‘and you get out or I'll kill you.” 
Armed Men Goto Scene. 
Young Boschert ran to the house and 
notified his father, who telephoned to 
St. Charles. Within a few minutes 
armed men in automobiles were on their 
way from St. Charles to the Boschert 
farm, and posses in the vicinity of the 

Fleisch farm hastened to Boschert’s. 

Shortly after noon about 30 men, with- 
out a leader, walked toward the St. 
Charles jail and threatened to try to 
lynch Andrew and Harry Black, ne- 
groes, who were convicted of the mur- 
der, on Dec. 6, 1914, of Policeman Dave 
Lamb and John Blair, and were «en 
tenced to be hanged. They are still in 
the St. Charles jail, pending an appeal 
decision in the Missouri Supreme Court 
At 1 o’clock a posse, headed by acting 
Deputy Sheriff Bianco, started from 
St. Charles in autos to bring the ne- 
groes to the St. Louis jail. 

Fires at Former Employer. 

Chandler last evening took a rifle and 
a supply of shells belenging to Fleisch, 
his employer, -in the absence of Fleisch 
and his family, and went a 
mile to the home of Ernst 
Plackemeier, for whom he for- 
merly worked, and with whom he had 
quarreled as to the pay due him. He 
fired at Plackemeier as he sat at the 
supper table, and Plackemeier fell out of 
his chair at the instant of the shot, and 
escaped injury, though the negro ap- 
parently thought he had been killed. 

The negro fled to Fleisch’s barn and 
hid in the hayloft, where he was found, 
at 7:30, by Dierker, Deputy Orlendorf, 
Jailer Philip Rutt and Herman Hunte- 
brinker. He fired once at Dierker, miss- 
ing him, and then began a long parley 
with the party as to giving himself up. 
He would seem to change his mind 
about this occasionally, and fired sev- 
eral shots, though apparently not try- 
ing to hit anyone.

Several Regiments Advancing in 
Three Lines Suffer Heavily, 
Paris Declares. 


PARIS; 
sround north of Caiilette

War Office announced this afternoon 

The communication says: 

“To the west of the Meuse last night 
passed relatively calmly. To the east 
of the river we took part In several en- 
g&agements, during the course of which 
we made progress in the connecting 
trench to the north of Caillette Wood. 

Heavy Fire in Woevre. 

“In the Woevre district there has been 
an intense bombardment in the sectors 
between Moulainville and Cahtillon. 

“In the Lorraine district the Germans 
after a violent bombardment of our po- 
sitions between Arracourt and St. Mar- 
tin, delivered several small infantry at- 
tacks against various points in this sec- 
tor. The enemy was everywhere thrown 
back by our machine guns and the fire 
of our artillery. 

“In the region of Verdun, French aero- 
planes on April 4 engaged in no fewer 
than 15 aerial combats during the course 
of which a double-motored German ma- 
chine was brought down near the pond 
of Hauts +orneaux.-Another German 
machine fell down near the wood of 
Pilly, and a third German aeroplane fe!] 
vertically to the ground. All the French 
pilots got back without suffering dam- 
age.” 

Germans Try New Formation. 

In yesterday’s fighting around Ver- 
dun the Germans lost considerable 
ground and again suffered heavy cas- 
ualties, notwithstanding the new forma- 
tion of their attacking parties. 

At 3 p. m., after the ground had been 
battered by several hundred ‘tons of 
projectiles, a thin line of riflemen de- 
bouched from Chauffeur Wood, a little 
to the northwest of Douaumont. The 
Germans advanced by short bounds to- 
ward the French trenches situated 
about 300 yards south of the village. 

A second and third line followed at 
equal distances with small supporting 
and attacking columns in the rear. This 
formation has been noticed during the 
last few days and is regarded by the 
French as proof that the Germans have 
been sorely punished in their previous 
assaults in serried ranks. 

But the change proved ineffective. The 
first line of riflemen advanced to within 
6 yards of the French trenches and 
there had to drop to the ground under 
heavy blasts of shrapnel and sustained 
musketry fire. The second and third 
lines attempted to advance to the sup- 
port of the first line, but were stopped 
far in the rear by machine-gun fire. 

The Gerr-ans in the first line were in

havoc among them. To charge was 
out of the question, and as long as 
they remained at the point to which they 
had advanced they were exposed ‘o 4 
decimating fire. The second and third 
lines were little better off, for they were 
within range of the French three-inch 
guns. 
Germeans Retreat to Wood. 

The entire attacking force finally 
adopted the only move open, retreating 
under a raking fire to Chauffeur Wood. 
They left half their number on the field. 
At least three regiments took part in 
the attack. 

Chauffeur Wood proved to be an in- 
secure shelter for the French urtillery 
Increasing its range covered that en- 
tire area. It demolished shelters and 
piled up the German losses. ° 


Berlin Tells of Repulsing French 
Attacks Near Verdun. 

BERLIN, April 5, by wireless to Say- 
ville.—The statement on war operations 
issued today by army headquarters said: 

“On the left bank of the Meuse, the 
French were prevented by the Germans 
from again occupying the hill northeast 
of Haumont. 

“In the Fort Douaumont sector vester- 
day repeated counter attacks of the en- 
emy broke down before the German line, 
southwest of the fort and in front of the 
German positions in the north part of 
the Caillette wood. 

“During the month of March, in aerial 
engagements on the Western front, the 
Germans lost 14 aeroplanes, of which 
seven were lost in air combats. Three 
were shot down from the ground and 
four are missing. The British and 
French lost 4 aeroplanes, of which %8 
were lost in air combats, four were shot 
down on the ground in our front and 
two were forced to land within the Ger- 
man lines. Twenty-five enemy aero- 
planes fell into German hands. The fall 
of 19 others was not noticed.”’ 


Swedish Report Tells of Heavy Fir- 
ing im the Cattegat. 
COPENHAGEN, April 5.—A naval en- 
gagement of some kind took place Mon- 
day in the Cattegat, according to dis- 
patches received here from Kullen, 

Sweden. 

About noon, ths dispatches say, a 
terrific cannonade was heard from the 
sea, and two hours later a German tor- 
pedo boat, badly damaged, was towed 
past Helsingborg.

Earlier im the day from this same 
mesa a troop of half-frozen cavaitymen 
came into camp for rest and food. They 
had been vaugnt in a sudden norther. 
The cold was so biting that they had 
kept their hands in motion, some of 
them said, so that in case of attack their 
trigger fingers would not be too numb 
for use. 


Snow Hides Nearby Mountains. 

Yesterday afternoon in the mesa a 
snow was tiying so thickly as to obscure 
ihe adjoining mountains. Men and 
horses in the headquarters camp stood 
with their Lacks to the driving white 
fiakes, the men’s heads covered with 
blankets and the horses w:th noses sunk 
almost to the ground. 


This morning the men in the same 
camp, all sleeping in the open,. awaken- 
ed to find themselves covered with a 
layer of hard snow. They looked across 
an irrigation ditch to see Brigadie:- 
General Pershing himself white with 
snow. There was not a tent in camp. 
The tents and abundant food are won 
the way, but thus far the troopers have 
moved ahead out of each advance camp 
without waiting for either tents or 
food. They joked today about the snow. 

The troop which kept its trigger fin- 
gers working for warmth had spent 
many hours in searching for a moun- 
tain-top cabin where scouts reported 
that two Vill. bandits had called fur 
food. This house was less than '5 
miles from the headquarters of the 
Americans. The information which the 
troops obtained bore out the opinion 
of officers here that most of the Vil- 
listas have been scattered into very 
small groups, some of ‘whom are trying 
to hide in inaccessible places. The ce'1- 
ecrship does not permit disclosure from 
here of these positions, but the /re- 
ports of patrols indicate that a good 
many of Villa’s band have been presse 
so closely that they have hidden their 
arms and assumed the guise of farmers. 


Ride Mountains Without Trail. 

This particular cavalry patrol literally 
rode the mountains in its hunt for a 
trace of the two Villistas who had 
called for food. The patrol, not wish- 
ing to be seen from towns as it we:t 
out, took to the sides of mountains 
where trees, gulleys and email yalleys 
afforded shelter from view from the 
plains. The men rode through steep 
slopes where there were neither roads 
nor trail, except those made by deer 
and bear. Their horses slipped and 
stumbled over rocks and boulders. Bea-

He will dominate the 
convention and will receive at least 800 
of the 1150 votes of the delegates. The 
St. Louis delegation, which is dissatis- 
fed with Niedringhaus as national com- 
mitteeman, is urging Babler to get into 
the race. FE. I. Morse of Excelsior 
Springs, who has been opposed to Bab- 
ler in many of his policies as State 
chairman, is also eager to have him 
elected national committeeman. 

Babler’s Successor, 

if Babler accepts the national com- 
mitteeship, Judge-W. T. Hukreide of 
Warrenton will be elected chairman of 
the State Committee ot succeed him. 

As a harmony proposition, some of 
the leaders are suggesting today the 
election of eight delegates-at-large, each 
to have one-half vote. If only four are 
elected, they will be Babler, former 
Gov. Hadley, Republican City Chairman 
John Schmoll of St. Loufs and John C. 
McKinley of Unionville. 

The. four others suggested are A. L. 
Shapleigh of St. Louis, Joe Black of 
Richmond, W. H. Hallett of Nevada 
and E. E. E. McJimsey of Springfield.

Judge Pollock Tells Randolph 
Laughlin He Is Entitled to No 
Consideration. 

United States Judge John C., 

of Topeka, sitting for Judge Dyer 

the District Court here, today denied 

the motion of Randolph Laughiin and 


other creditors that John C. Tobin be 
removed as trustee of the bankrupt 
brokerage business of Payne & Becker, 
and rebuked Laughlin severely for the 
part which Laughlin, according to hia 
own testimony, took in the trusteeship 
matter. 

“Shameful and _  disgraceful’” were 
Judge Pollock’s words in speaking of 
Laughlin’s attempt to get Tobin to ap- 
point him counsel, after Laughlin had 
supported Tobin for appointment as 
trustee. He declared that, after hear- 
inxs Laughlin’s testimony to the effect 
that he (Laughlin) sought to profit by 
Tobin’s appointment, he did not deer 
Laughlin worthy of the Court’s consid- 
eration. 

“You have bartered 
pittance of a bend,” he said, aliuding to 
Laughlin’s testimony that had ob- 
tained Totin’s promise to give his bond- 
ing business to a friend of Laughlin. 

Trusteeship Sacred. 

‘Trades have been made, or yor say 
were made,’’ he eontinued, “and deals 
were engineered. There are some things 
in this world that iwst be looked tc. be- 
cause they are sacred: and one of these 
is a trusteeship in such a case as this. 

“T prefer to believe,’ the Judge cor. 
tinued, “that no such dealing or trading 
was done, and I find nothing in the bit- 
ter charges made by you to support your 
motion.”’ 

A remarkable feature of Laughlin's 
testimony yesterday afternoon was his 
statement that, meeting Tobin in Judge 
Shields’ courtroom, after they had fallen 
cut over Tobin’s failure to appoint 
Laughlin his counsel, he (Laughlin) had 
denounced and cursed Tobin, 

“TI denounced him as a traitor, and 
cursed him with all the profane lan- 
guage at my command,” Laughifn tola 
the court. 

The Judge's comment on this part of 
the testimony was contained in these di- 
rect words to Laughlin: 

“You, sir, admit that you 
guage to the trustee which 
ler ana scurrilous that a 
should have resented it.’ 

Tobin Denied Making Bargain. 

Laughlin declared in his testimony 
that Tobin had made an agreement tu 
name him as counsel, and that Tobin 
broke this agreement and named J. M. 
Lashly and F. A. Habig. ‘Tobin, in his 
testimony, denied that he had made 
any promise to Laughlin as to the at- 
torneyship. He said he promised Laugn- 
lin that he would let a friend of Laugh- 
lin’s write his bond. Tobin said he had 
previously promised the bonding busi- 
ness to his own father-in-law, and that 
he had to get his father-in-law to re- 
lease him from this promise in order 
io meet Laughlin’s requirement. Laugh- 
lin’s friend got the business, he said.

He said, to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter at the Terminal Hotel this morn- 
ing, that, while he does not claim oc- 
cult powers, he has written prophecies 
of several wars, including the Boer war 
and the Russian-Japanese war, at times 
when these conflicts were not generally 
expected. Both logic and intuition have 
aided him in making these predictions, 
he said. 

‘In Dallas two months ago,” he said, 
“I read my prophetic poem on the pres- 
ent war, and I followed it with the pre-

Charges for Haul Into Union 
Station Left Open to Courts 
in Proposed Ordinance. 


DISTANCE IS SHORTER 


But Terminal Wants Same Rate 
as for Eads or Merchants’ 
Bridge Service.

Railroad Association, which the Board 
of Public Service will submit to the 
Board of Aldermen next month. 

The present indfcations are that the 
Terminal Association will attempt to 
make the same charge per Car, on pas- 
senger business coming over the free 
bridge, for the use of its tracks from 
Eighth street to Union Station that it 
makes on passenger business hauled on 
its own tracks from East St. Louis over 
Eads Bridge, or from Granite City, over 
Merchants’ Bridge. 

This has no bearing on freight traf- 
fic entering St. Louis over the Ilree 
Bridge, which, it is believed by city 
officials, can be satisfactorily handled 
without the use of any part of the 
Terminal’s tracks. 

Terminal Makes 

The. Terminal makes two charges 
for hauling passenger cars, in 
through service, into the station. The 
first charge, $3 a car, covers the haul 
from the .east side of the river to 
Twelfth street, where the elevated 
tracks, leading to the Merchants 
Bridge, come to grade. The second 
charge, between Twelfth street and 
the station, is pro-rated on the cost 
of service, and last year it amounted 
to $2.39 a car. 

To get passenger cars from the free 
bridge to Union Station, the four blocks 
ot Terminal track from Eighth street 
tu Twelfth street: must be used, and 
city officials have argued that the 
charge should be pro rated. The Ter- 
miinal Association officials have not 
cenceded this, and it has been under- 
stvuod that they claimed the right tv 
charge $3 a car for the four blocks, 
the same that is charged for the use of 
ihe tracks from the East Side. If this 
is done, it will cost more to bring pas- 
senger trains into the city over ‘he 
free bridge than over the other bridges, 
as free bridge maintenance’ charges 
roust be paid by the lines using the 
free bridge. 

This point has been at issue in tae 
preparation of an ordinance in the citv’s 
dealings with the Terminal. The othor 
parts of the ordinance had been agreed 
on. They are, that the city shall per- 
mit the use of certain streets in the 
Kanken tract, and that the Terminal 
shall, pay $30,000 a year rent for the 
levee tracks which it formerly owned 

Terminal Won't Concede Point. 

President Kinsey has 2esked that the 
Terminal pro-rate the charge for using 
its tracks between the East Side and 
Twelfth street and charge only the pro- 
pertionate amount for the short Strip be- 
tween Eighth and Twelfth streets. The 
Terminal has refused to do this. and 
has insisted, instead, on placing in the 
ordinance the ambiguous language of 
the United States Supreme Court de- 
cision. The city officials have finally 
yielded this point, and the provision 
ef the ordinance will reads 

“The charge for the facilitits of the 
Merchants’ Bridge Terminal Railway 
Co. and the Terminal Railroad Associa- 
tion shall be made on such just and 
rcasonable terms and regulations as will, 
in respect of use, character and cost of 
service, place every such company upon 
an equal plane, or as nearly an equal 
plane as may‘be, with respect to expense 
end charges, as that occupled the 
proprietary company.” 

Kinsey, when asked by a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter as to the reason for 
yielding this point, said he did not 
think this was an opportune time to 
go to the courts with the question of 
charges. When the first passenger 
train is brought over the Free Bridge 
and reaches Eighth street, he said, 
the matter will be in shape to come 
before the courts. 

He said the Terminal had not act- 
ually announced what its charges 
would be, and that he did not consid- 
er that the city had yielded its con- 
tention for a pro-rated charge on the 
Eighth-Twelfth street strip of track. 
He said the.city would not question 
the Terminal’s ‘vight to charge the 
Same amount west of Twelfth street, 
for passengex cars brought over the 
Free Bridge, as for those coming over 
its own lines. 

Kinsey takes the view that, under 
present conditions, it is a concession 
for the Terminal to grant an entrance 
into Union Station for passenger 
trains coming over the Iree Bridge. 
He holds that the city will have to 
take the terms the Terminal makes, 
on the basis of the Supreme Court 
decision, and make the best of what 
it can get from the courts in the way 
of an interpretation of that decision.

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JOST DEFEATED IN 
KANSAS GITY FOR 
MAYOR BY 8,371 


Major Blamed for Split in Party 
and Election of G. H. Ed- 
wards, Republican. 


By GEORGE W. EADS,

Dispatch. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 5.—Gov. 
Major’s policy of permitting police par- 
tisanship in Kansas City politics result- 
ed yesterday in the overwhelming de- 
feat of Henry L. Jost, Democratic can- 
didate for Mayor, and practically the 
entire municipal ticket, including the 
Comptroller, Treasurer, two Police 
Judges and eight members of the upper 
house of Aldermen, and 14 lower house 
Aldermen. 

George H. Edwards, the Republican 
candidate for Mayor, who was openly 
and actively supported by the Demo- 
cratic Pendergast faction, was elected 
by 8377 majority. Jost was re-elected 
Mayor two years ago by a majority of 

Called Disgrace. 

Yesterday’s election is declared by pol- 
iticians to be the most disgraceful in the 
history of Kansas City. Following the 
wholesale arrest of Pendergast workers 
in the First Ward the Acting Chief of 
Police and the two members-of Gov. 
Major’s Police Board, Col. Fred Lamb 
and James 8S. Lapsley, were sentenced 
for contempt of court by Circuit Judge 
Burney for refusing to obey a writ of 
habeas corpus commanding them to re- 
lease the imprisoned politicians. 

Lapsley and Lamb, in pursuing their 
partnership, took executive control of 
the Police Department for the election 
and placed Capt. Thomas Filahive in 
charge to carry out their orders. 

They caused the police to raid the 
Pendergast strongholds and threw near- 
ly 200 men into jail‘and held them with- 
out bail. No charge was placed against 
many of the men and they were arrest- 
ed, a high official of the Police Depart- 
ment informed the Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent, merely because they were 
workers for Pendergast or his followers. 
Many of the men arrested were work- 
ingmen and had never been in trouble. 

Arrested at Polls. 

In some precincts every Pender- 
gast worker at the pools was arrested. 
The Pendergast leaders immediately 
applied to the Circuit Court for writ 
of habeas corpus for the release of 
their men and Judge Burney issued 
them. The remainder of the day Judge 
Burney was kept busy committing 
different police officials to jail, be- 
ginning first with Capt. Flahive and 


following up with the two Police Com. 


missioners. 

Before the polls closed every man 
connected with the office of Capt 
Flahive was in jail for contempt of 
court. 

The deposed Chief of Police, who had 
been relieved of all responsibility, 
sat in his office and smiled while his 
subordinates were being jailed by 
Deputy Sheriffs and Deputy Marshals. 
Commissioners Lapsley and Lamb 


‘remained in jail for four hours be- 


fore they were rsieased upon writs 
of habeas corpus igsued by the Kan- 
sas City Court of Appeals. 
Gov. Major Blamed. 

Gov. Major is being blamed by 
everybody in Kansas City for the dis- 
astrous defeat of the Democratic 
ticket. He formed an alliance with 
Joseph B. Shannon, one of the two 
Democratic bosses of Kansas City, by 
which the support of the Police Board 
was thrown to Jost, the Shannon can- 
didate for Mayor, in the primary con- 
test, in February, in which Emmett 
O'Malley was the mayoralty candi- 
date of the Pendergast faction. Laps- 
ley and Lamb were both members of 
the Jost delegations in the primary 
election and it was charged by the 
Pendergast followers that the entire 
power of the Police Department was 
useq to aid Jost in the primary fight. 
The Pendergast faction immediately 
swore vengeance upon Shannon and 
Jost, and made good their threat to 
defeat Jost for  re-e‘ection. 


Governor to Take No Action in Kan- 
sas yo; Election Scandal, 

JEFFERSO CITY, April 6.—Gov. 
Major will take no action on the reports 
of the Kansas City election scandal. 

“They seem to have had a right lively 
time there yesterday,’”’ the Governor 
said, when the matter was mentioned by 
a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
When asked whether he would investi- 
gate the charges published fn the news- 
papers he declared that he would not. 
“They have their own courts of law in 
Kansas City,” he said,” and if there is 
any basis for the charges that are being 
made, they will have to be settled there. 
I will have nothing to do with it.” 

He then turned the conversation into 
the channel of vice presidential nomina- 


tions.

Government by Person.

A singular comment has recently been made 
on one phase of the government of St. Louis that 
is. not creditatle either to the intelligence or 
selfrespect of that very fntelligent and self-re- 
spécting community. To enforce certain laws in 
the city there are a Board of Police Commission- 
ers, an Excise Commissioner and a Chief of Po- 
lice <All of these are salaried officials under 
oath to enforce the laws, as plainly written in 
the statutes of the State.

21d seem, to aid or hinder these officials in the 
discharge of their duties as servants of the en- 
tire State.

It is not allowed these officials 
to be free agents to administer the laws under 
their oaths of office. There is a power behind 
the throne that is the real administrator, and 
the Board of Public Commissioners, the Excise: 
Commissioner and the Chief of Police simply re- 
spond to the power exercised in them from the 
executive mansion at Jefferson City. In the slang 
of.the reporters in discussing the matter when a 
certain matter is pushed, or string is pulled at 
Jefferson City, the lid is lifted or tilted. When 
another matter is pushed or string pulled, the lid 
is @lamped on tight. To give color to the truth 
of these allegations, a Governor comes to St. 
Louis, interviews various citizens, delivérs a lec- 
ture to certain of “his” appointees and orders the 
lawe to be enforced. And the people of St. Louis 
not only sit still under this government by person 
ingtead of government by law, but actually laugh 
at.it and treat it as a joke.

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GOV. MAJOR REBUKED. 

The Kansas City Democrats suffered a well 
deserved rebuke in Tuesday’s municipal election. 
George H. Edwards, the Republican candidate 
for Mayor, was elected by more than 8000 ma- 
jority over Jost, the Democratic candidate, and 
all Republican candidates for the Municipal Coun- 
cil were elected, except three belonging to the 
Democratic ‘faction opposing Jost. 

The Democratic ticket was defeated by Demo- 
crats in revolt at the misconduct of local 
appointees of Gov, Major who served his own 
political purposes. The cause of the Democratic 
rebellion was the misuse of the police at the pri- 
maries for the benefit of the Major-Shannon 
combine previous to the St. Joseph convention 
which indorsed Major for the vice presidency. 

Another outrageous attempt to misuse the 
police.to control the election at the polls caused 
a popular revolt and wrecked the _— of the 
party organization. 

The result was not so much a victory for the 
Republican party as for the people who smashed 
the Governor’s combine and effectively expressed 
their resentment of the Governor’s misuse of 
police control to interfere in local elections for 
his own personal and factional ends. 

The Kansas City situation is another illustra- 
tion of the evils of gubernatorial control of the 
police and excise in Missouri cities. The evils 
fall not only upon the people, but upon the party 
of the offending Governor. In St. Louis the last 
hope of Democratic revival has been destroyed 
by the Governor’s shameful misuse of the excise 
and police power. The success of national, 
State and local tickets has been greatly endan- 
gered if not completely barred by the Governor’s 
interference with local politics. 

The gratifying feature of the situation is the 
proof that voters are -no longer controlled in 
élections by party machines and combines. They 
are no longer bound by party ties to support 
party wrongs. They revolt against party tricks 
—«'j/and tyrannies. The elections in Chicago, where 
the Democrats carried a majority. of the wards 
against the Thompson administration, empha- 
sizes the growing independence of voters. The 
hope of better government lies in the independ- 
ent movement. 
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A SENSIBLE THING TO DO. 
Major-General Funston is quite right in sending 
more troops into Mexico to protect the line of 
supplies. 
The Mexicans are a very hungry people. It was 
not the purpose of the expedition to provide the 
Mexicans with a picnic lunch. 
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EVERYTHING IN SIGHT. 

Col. Roosevelt and his Progressive henchmen 
are seeking political support wherever they can 
find it.

HOW ABOUT THE SUMMER SCHOOLS? 
What are the intentions of the School Board 
respecting summer schools this year? The Cen- 
tral Council of Social Agencies named a commit- 
tee, with Oscar Leonard as chairman, Monday, to 
confer with the board and find out. 
These schools with the manual training feature 
emphasized have become almost indispensable 
in many quarters of the city. Discontinued last 
year because of a shortage in educational funds, 
private benevolence attempted in part to fulfill 
their purpose. At the Patrick Henry Schoolhouse 
a summer school was successfully conducted by 
the Jewish Alliance. The extent to which it served 
to keep children off the streets and supplied them 
with beneficial occupation during the hot months 
can be judged by its average attendance of 457, 
its enrollment of 651 and its total attendance of 
10,956. 
The maintenance of summer schools is one of 
the important functions of the School Board. That, 
with proper management of finances, such main- 
tenance would present no difficulty is a wide- 
spread public conviction. 
But if the board is not going to provide sum- 
mer schools this year, it should inform the public 
at once. Private philanthropy should have early 
notice if further demands are to be made on it in 
taking up this work which the board ought to do. 
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END OF THE OLD FOUR COURTS. 

Bids are asked for tearing down the old Four 
Courts building, abandoned for judicial uses three 
years ago. Repeatedly condemned, it is now said 
to have become a special menace to its neighbor- 

hood by reason of crumbling walls endangering 
pedestrians and corroded botlers making evéii-=*s, 
castonal occupancy unsafe. 

While another landmark linking the present 
with the old St.Louis wlil disappear with its 
demolition, it is a landmark of somber sssocia- 
tions.

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PROPERTY RIGHTS IN THE SEAS. 

Two communications received within 48 hours 
show how satisfactory relations with the entente 
as well as with the Teutonic Powers are ieopar- 
dized by stubborn insistence on further pre-emp- 
tions of the uses of the sea. 

One is from England, setting up some prepos- 
terous theory of contraband in human beings as 


-| well as in chattels and of an extended doctrine of 


“continuous voyage,” to apply to the transit of 
human beings. Our demand for the release of 
28 Germans, Austrians and Turks seized by a 
British cruiser on the high seas is rejected. 

These men were forcibly taken off a merchant 
ship flying the American flag. They were bound 
under the protection of that flag to the United 
States when captured. 

Their case is different from that of belligerents 
bound for a neutral country contiguous to the en- 
emy. At any rate, the precedents that refute the 
British position are all of British making. The 
State Department will be justified in offering 
vigorous protest against their retention and in 
demanding their unconditional release. 

The second communication states the entente 
attitude on rifling oyr mail bags. Its one point of 
plausibility sets forth that allied interference with 
mails on the sea has been confined chiefly to 
parcel post matter. If other mail matter has been 
detained or scrutinized, its ultimate delivery has 
at least not been interfered with. 

But in contrast with this course—however culpa- 
ble—the communication charges that 13 mail 
steamers have been sunk with everything on 
board by the Teutonic-allies. 

Of course, the reference is to the Lusitania and 
other vessels torpedoed by submarines. The enor- 
mous amount of mail matter they carried was not 
merely detained or censored. Its delivery. was 
made forever impossible. It was wantonly de- 
stroyed. 

But this only brings us back to the old question 
of reprisais and re-reprisals, which entente al- 
lies have before cited for their exculpation, and 
which Germany relies on for ae matatte of 
frightfulness at sea. +4 

It is a contention which we never have accept- 
ed, which we cannot accept, whether advanced by 
the one or the other set of allies. As a provoca- 
tive for acts against the enemy by one belliger- 
ent, the acts of the other belligerent may have 
some legality. 

But how can they furnish a legal provocative 
for acts against an unconcerned, peaceable neu- 
tral? How can they be a lega) provocative for pre- 
emptions on the sea, the common property of all 
men. a . 


REAR ADMIRAL FISKE’S MOTIVE. 
When Rear Admiral Bradey A. Fiske appeared 
before the House Committee on Naval Affairs re- 
cently, he said in so many words that his differ- 


agreement about preparedness. 

The Secretary, in his testimony Monday, told the 
committee quite a different story. He said the 
Rear Admiral had opposed the order abolishing 
the wine mess on the ground that “some naval 
officers, if deprived of their wines, will take to 
cocaine.” That the Rear Admiral “told me not 
oncé but five times that if we didn’t follow the 
principle of militarism and put men at the head 
of the navy whose fathers and grandfathers had 
been in the service, we would never be able to 
obtain any degree of preparedness.” And finally, 
that when Admiral Badger was about to retire 
from the command of the Atlantic fleet, “Admiral 
Fiske urged me a dozen times, until it became 
embarrassing, to appoint him as commander,” in- 
stead of Admiral Fletcher, who had earned the 
place because of his work at Vera Cruz. 

The importance of Secretary Daniels’ statement 
is this: Rear Admiral Fiske has been at the 
head of the propaganda against the Secretary. He 
has inspired a large part of the campaiga which 
has been carried on to convince the American 
people that the navy is only a heap of junk. He 
has always conveyed the impression that his quar- 
rel with Secretary Daniels was inspired by un- 
selfish and disinterested motives. The testimony 
of the Secretary pictures the Rear Admiral as a 
disappointed and resentful place hunter. 

This deduction may be unfair, but {it seems to 
us that Rear Admiral Fiske has some explaining 
to do. 


GIVE THE ALFALFA A OCHANOE. 
The Hon. Baldy Ryan’s latest St. Louis ven- 
ture, the “Cuban-American Land and Alfalfa Co., 
of Havana, Cuba,” whose sumptuous mahogany- 
fitted offices were temporarily closed, may or may 
not succeed beyond the fondest expectations, but 
conservative, as well as charitable, citizens, will 
suspend judgment on it till more can be learned. 
Just because a gentleman is known as a get-rich- 
quick promoter people are prone to expect too 
quick returns from everything he undertakes;

The bout went 
the limit of eight rounds, due, in all probability, to the fact that Kabakoff 
is very fleet of foot, has a very fast left jab and blocks and slips blows to 


the face and head remarkably well. 


Kabakoff boxed on the defensive, 
while McNeill was the aggressor 
practically throughout the bout. He 
followed Kabby from one wide of the 
ring to the other, tried to-pen him 


in the corners, and did almost every- 
thing he could trying to induce an 
exchange of blows. Sometimes he 
stood still in the ring and waited for 
@Kabakoff to sto going away. Once 
he asked the _ little ebrew if he 
-wouldn’t stand long enough to do 
some boxing. 
Kabakoff declined the issue most 
of the time; but every once in a while 
he dashed in with straight left or 
right counter, or caught McNeill with 
the same sort of blow as the En- 
glishman was coming in. But he did 
not do this often enough to swing 
the bout in his favor. 


McNeill Works Like a Veteran 


McNeill showed himself to be a re- 

markably fast and clever boxer and 
demonstrated that he knows much 
more about the game than Kabakoftf. 
He seemed a much more seasoned 
boxer, He tried hard to bring down 
Kabakoff’s guard by delivering heavy 
unches to the body, but Kaby knew 
is “n° 3 lay in keping his jaws cov- 
-eréqd and he kept his hands up. He 
assimilated the punishment to his 
body remarkably well, because many 
of McNeill’s punches were sent in 
with great force to the stomach and 
just below the heart. They were 
weakening punches, and it is well for 
Kabakoff that the bout was not one 
of twice the number of rounds. _ 

Kabakoff was warned in the first 
round of what might happen if he 
did not keep his jaws well covered 
and keep out of range by a hard 
right chop that reached his right jaw. 
Kaby's knees. sagged, and he held for 
safety. Some great boxing was <ione 
in this round, and McNe@l did some 
of the best ducking that has been 
geen here for a long while. By feint- 
ing McNeill would draw a lead from 

abakoff and then duck it ‘cleanly, 
coming up with his right ready to 
cross .. the Hebrew’s jaw.

McNeill Forces the Fight 


In the fourth round MeNeill out- 

boxed, out-fought and out-hit Kaba- 
koff by a wide margin. McNeill was 
crowding Kabakoff around the ring, 
and the -latter frequently sought 
safety by clinching and holding. 
Both were cautioned in this round 
for doing some hitting while holding. 
It was not very much, but enough to 
mar the science of their boxing and 
the fairness of the bout, 
« The fifth round was the slowest of 
the bout, with comparatively few ex- 
changes, but those that occurred 
were conspicuous by McNeill’s heavier 
hitting. 


Kabakoff’s Only Flash Came in Sixth 
When McNeili Tried for a Knockout 


Kabakoff made a great flash in the 
sixth round, delivering many left 
fabs, and once he landed a hard right 
te McNeill's jaw. The Englishman is 
very rugged, however, and the punch 


had but little apparent effect. Mc- 
Neill was laying back in this round 
trying to get over hig right to the 
jaw. He tried several times, but 
missed. It was his style of boxing 
in this round that enabled Kabakoff 
to get over quite a number of light 
blows without aie return. Noting 
that it was almost impossible to get 
to Kabakoff’s jaw, ~McNeill again 
turned his attention to the body and 
fealt out some severe punishment. He 
continued this in the seventh round 
and Kabakoff was made to do consid- 
erable holding. 


All McNeill in Final 3 


The boys came out for the eighth, 
and last round, touched the tips of 
their gloves in token of friendship, 
and then turned in for the finish at 
full speed. There were some exciting 
exchanges, with some very fast hit- 
ting by both, but McNeill’s superior 
strength was a big factor, and he in- 
vasiably drove Kabakoff away from 
him and around the ring.’ Kabakoff 
retained his senses and had enough 
strength left to do some great de- 
fensive fighting, and this frustrated 
the desperate efforts of McNeill to 

nockout. 

bout developed that speed 
scientific blocking and slipping of 
unches, and the ability to properly 
edie a left jab, are obstacles that 
a stronger, harder-hitting, better 
boxer, and one just as fast, may. find 
extremely hard to overcome in a lim- 
ited round bout, except by a victory 
on points. 

MeNeill much harder to 


found it 


he to Kabakoff than he did to Jimmy 
aylor, two weeks ago, because Ka- 
bakoff is a better boxer and much 
faster than Taylor proved to be. It 
is probable that Taylor is stronger 
and a much harder hitter than Kaba- 
koff, but the latter out-classes him 
in speed and science. And it was the 
latter that presented a far more dif- 
ficult problem for McNeill. to solve 
than he had in his bout with Taylor. 


McNeill appears to be a good sportsman 
and very fair in the ring, and it is probable 
that most of the holding, and hitting while 
holding. he did last night. was due to the 
tactics adopted by Kabakoff. The latter hung 
on in the clinches and he, too, did some 
hitting while holding, and it appeared to be 
deliberate, 

Another offense he frequently committed, 
and one for which he deserved to be severe- 
ly penalized. was ‘“‘heeling’’ McNeill when 
breaking from the clinches.
